I told him I, of course, 
was not in a position to judge McLeod's work in the State Department; that at 
the time he left our service, he had a good record. 

Grimes also told me off-the-record and in confidence that 

( Lawrence Bunker, formerly Aide to General MacArthur, was coming to 
Washington on Tuesday afternoon, and that the General had been asked to 
consider himself under subpoena and the General was going to put the whole 
thing on the record about his conflict with the Defense establishment.

activities. At the oresent time Williamson-*s nosition as Chief of 
Police at Milford is orecarious and it is felt that an interview with 
him by the FBI might be brought into the controversy by Williamson 
in an effort to retain his nosition. It is also noted that Williamson 
recently anoeared before the Committee of the Ltate of New Hemnsnire 
Investigation into Subversive Activities and confessed that he was 
a former member of the Communist Party. Williamson is still Chief of 
Police at Milford, New Hamoshire, but he is not on any Bureau mailing 
list by name. However, Bureau oublications are sent to his deoartment 
by title. A news desostch dated December 3> 1953 > reflected that 
Williamson had been ousted from two nolice associations following 
his exnosure as a former Communist. 

'Mr, McLeod asked the Bureau to look over his answer to- 
Williamson to determine if the Bureau had any objections to the 
wording of his letter. 

COMMENTS: 


Inasmuch ad Mr. McLeod's letter to Williamson states that 
he knew him to be a member of the Communist Party at the time he 
was annointed Chief of Police at Milford since he McLeod was an FBI 
Agent in that territory at 'that time, nlus the fact that Williamson 
did not coonerate with' the FBI by revealing his oast activities, 
it would aooear that McLeod is bringing the FBI into this controversy 
where it is not necessary. It is believed desiralle to advise McLeod 
by Liaison that the Bureau feels that it should be left out of this 
matter comoletely. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

It is recommended that through Liaison the Bureau advise 
Mr. McLeod that any reference to the FBI should be deleted from his 
answer inasmuch as the FBI does not desire to be brought into this 
controversy.

[He stated the only thing he had heard was about a year ago that McLeod was be- 
[ginning to act like the Director of the FBI the way he was taking over the State 
Department; that there was no toast of any kind to him at the party on Monday 
night; that it was not that kind of a party and that he had heard nothing whatsoever 
regarding this. He stated that this was personally embarrassing to him and that 
he did not like it. 

I told him that, quite frankly, it was not embarrassing to me as 
I did not take this too seriously; that it was quite insulting to my personal feelings 
toward Mr. Hoover to have his name bandied about in this manner; that while I 
did not mean to deprecate McLeod, I could not conceive of him or any other 
person that I knew who was worthy of filling the Director's shoes. McLeod agreed 
and said that this was the last thing that he would want and that he certainly does 
not want any ill feelings over here. I told him that we were calling him direct;

that if we took such a matter too seriously, we certainly would not be calling 
him direct. 


About a half an hour later McLeod called me back. He stated 
he had been in a meeting at the time of our earlier conversation and that under 
the circumstances, he had not been properly emphatic. He stated that he is 
positive nothing like the so-called toast could have taken place; that it was in¬ 
conceivable that someone would not have mentioned it to him had a toast taken 
place. I interrupted by saying, "Why the hell would they mention it to you when 
you were supposed to have responded by stating that the Director was supposed 
to resign in November and you were all set," McLeod stated that this was 

( fantastic; that he recently asked me to arrange for him to see the Director and 
now more than ever he wanted to see the Director and tell him that this story 
was fantastic; that he has just got to see the boss now and straighten this out.

With newspapermen, who 
often faced him in groups, 
their heads full of loaded 
questions, Mr. McLeod proved 
a voluble Interviewee at all 
times.

questioner had hoped tp stir 
up. 

He himself regarded his al¬ 
leged close ties with Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy (R-Wis.) as « 
something of an amusing 
myth. Patiently, he would 
point out that he hadn’t even , 
spoken to the Senator in 
years, but invariably would he 
hasten to add that he was not 
to be considered an enemy of 
the man from Wisconsin. 

Although his slam-bang se¬ 
curity measure in the State 
Department under President 
Eisenhower reportedly put him 
In bad grace with Secretary 
John Foster Dulles, he seemed 
to survive the experience ad¬

SPECIAL AGENTS 


This position has been designated as a key position by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga¬ 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic¬ 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with, the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis¬ 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. . For certain of the scientific investigative woik, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis,, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog¬ 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m.'to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written- 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any.of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment’s notice to go' to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that ttiey must be in excellent physical, health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is Buch that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the- Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more-than 100 typos of cases, including,espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 





Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical prbcesses, such as those neces¬ 
sary for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or cjbUterated numbers 
upon firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conddct physical surveil¬ 
lances of subjects-of espionage and similar cases,- sometimes for Periods of + ma ^. 
months, and when necessary, to assume.a necessary ch&raqter to enable them to fit 
in an undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The arduousness and importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was reWdily recognized by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of tie Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from -reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that thdse Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present assignments thkn if they were to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in 1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in the Array, fee Secretary of War at that time advised 
the Special Agents that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at.their posts of duty 
despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States Army, 
and the request was made that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from their commission?. / 

General Lewis B. Hershey of thl Selective Service System pointed out 
in his Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and interests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI should 
not be impaired by the removal of trained personnel from critical positions m 

the Bureau. J 

The position of Special Agent- has always been considered the most crit¬ 
ical of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed 
upon us due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available for the handling of this work';. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
cannot continue to retain its personnel 3p ; this critical position, aid and comfort 
would most certainly be given to the one#'and others whose interests are inimical 
to the best interests of the country today} Up to the present time the full com¬ 
plement of Special Agent personnel has notibeen secured and every effort is being 
made to secure the necessary additional Special Agent personnel.

The Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee which shall consider all 
matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe keeping and expending of said fund, which 
committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director of the Bureau in pertinent 
matters. The Chief Clerk of said Bureau shall receive all contributions and account for 
same to the Direotor. 

Upon the death of any Special Agent, the appointed committee will consider the . 
case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate in¬ 
structions will then be issued to the Chief Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated 
beneficiary the sum of $10,000. '

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PROPOSED SPEECH OF SPECIAL AGENT 
ROBERT S» KC LEOD, BOSTON, MASS. 

I assure you that it is a pleasure to have been designated 
to speak to you today by Mr. Edward A. Soucy, Special Agent in Charge 
of the Boston Field Division. 

It appears that appraisal of "The n>ork of the FBI" may readily 
be discussed in four phases: 1, The History of the FBIj 2, The Organization 
of the FBI5 3, The Functions of the FBI in Peace, and It, The Functions of 
the FBI in V/ar. 

From an historical view, the FBI is a comparative youngster. 

It was founded in 1908 as the Bureau of Investigation of the Department 
of Justice. The Bureau was little known until years later. A milestone 
in its climb into the national spotlight came in 192k when the Attorney 
General, presently the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, the Honorable 
Harlan Fiske btone, appointed a young assistant Attorney General to the 
position of Acting Director. The same year this ^entlem'an, Mr. J. EDGAR 
HOOVER, was appointed Director and under his leadership the law enforce¬ 
ment agencies of this nation, within the past twenty years, have advanced 

to new heights in public esteem. 

This seems an important milestone to me in the profession of 
law enforcement. You will readily recollect that law enforcement had 
fallen to a low estate in the roaring twenties. Naturally its renaissance 
was not effected sin b lehanded by Mr. Hoover. He had the support of public 
spirited and right thinking citizens throughout the land. • 






One of the most important steps on the road back resulted from 
a suggestion of the International Association of Police Chiefs and to me 
is indicative of the manner in whiEh the FBI has cooperated with and 
enjoyed the cooperation of local and state police agencies, The move to 
which I refer was the establishment of a national repository for finger¬ 
prints. It was suggested that the Bureau assume the responsibility of 
collecting and classifying all fingerprints taken in the United States, and 
with Congressional approval Mr. Hoover established the Identification 
Division of the Bureau. I will refer to this division later, but you will 
readily recognize that the realization of local enforcement officers of 
their need for the assistance of a national coordinating agency had a 
tremendous effect on the historical to rowth of the Bureau. 

In the next few years this realization reached beyond the 
bounds of professional law enforcement agencies, and as a result of a 
wave of serious crime committed by organized gangs, the public demanded, 
and Congress be^an to pass legislation to enable the FBI to assist local 
law enforcement by reaching beyond state lines to cope with this problem. 

Throughout the 1930s the FBI grew in jurisdiction, in services 
rendered to other ^overmraent and state agencies, in personnel and in 
prestige. By the time the war situation developed, the 0-1 .an was an 
established symbol of the motto of the FBI, "Fidelity, Bravery and Integrity". 

So much for the historical growth of this organization. Now 
I will outline the or 0 aninational setup of the FBI. There are 57 FBI Fiefd 
Offices. Three of these are located outside the continental limits of the 
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United States, in Puerto Rico, Alaska, and Hawaii. I am assigned to 
the Boston Field Division, which covers the states of Massachusetts, 

New Hampshire, and Maine. I have been designated as one of three resident 
agents living in the State Capitol at Concord, I am charged with the 
duty of investigating violations of the laws of the United States; collecting 
evidence in cases in wh.ich the United States is or may be a party at 
interest, I have also other duties imposed by law. 

Each of the field offices maintains files and equipment designed 
to assist agents in their investigations, but the agents rely most heavily 
on the files and equipment maintained at the seat of government. Here the 
files are complete and the equipment is the latest and best obtainable* 

At the seat of government is the FBI Laboratory, the place at 
which scientific crime detection has reached its highest efficiency. Here 
technical experts, maintain the FBI'S standards files where samples of 
known materials are kept that they may be compared with unknown samples 
of evidence. Everything from ropes, fuses, typewriter specimens and 
the writings of known espionage agents, down to lowly laundry marks, are 
carefully filed against the day when the laboratory will be called upon 
to state definitely that an unknown piece of evidence is identical with 
a known standard and thereby solve another case for the FBI. I could, 
spend all the time allotted to me in telling you of the FBI Laboratory 
and the wonders its experts have harnessed for the every day use of 
law enforcement officers, for the talents of the Bureau experts are 

available to every recognized law enforcement official. But I must pass 






on to the identification division previously mentioned. 

When the FBI undertook the task of collecting fingerprints in 
192k the collection which the Bureau took over combined those kept at 
the Federal Penitentiary, at Leavenworth, with those maintained by the 
International Chiefs Association. There were 810,000 cards in this original 
collection. Gradually more cards were added. Ifhen police printed criminals 
for their own files they would forward a copy of the prints to the Bureau. 
Gradually the fingerprint ‘files cane to include all the known criminals 
in the United States and through an exchange set up with foreign countries 
it was possible to identify criminals from all over the world when they 
were caught in this country. The importance of this function may not b e 
apparent to you, but consider the case of a man I recently investigated. 

By submitting his prints to the Bureau, X learned that he had been arrested 
12 times and had served prison sentences dating back to 1909. Without the 
Bureau files this complete story of a sordid criminal record vould not 
have been available to me nor to any other investigator. 

With the onset of the war and the attendant war production it 
became the practice to take the fingerprints of persons applying for 
war jobs, as well as those engaged in civilian defense activities. Ihis 
enabled those agencies charged with the security of war production plants 
to be sure that known criminals were not hired. As a result of this practice 
the Bureau has been well nigh swamped at times with incoming prints. There 
was a period at the peak of hiring when prints were received at the rate 
of 1 million a week. At the present time prints are received at the rate 
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of 7^,000 per week and at the moment the Bureau has on file 75 million 
sets of prints. 

Another important co^ in th^FBI is the training division under 
the direction of which not only Bureau personnel is trained, but also 
selected policemen are afforded the advantage of the FBI National Police 
Academy. The academy was established and is maintained for the purpose 
of extending to police agencies the advantages of being acquainted with 
the latest developments, procedures and practices in the law enforcement 
profession. Since 1935 there have been 23 classes numbering over 700 6 

officers who have received this training. Already plans are underway to 
expand and enlarge this phase of the Bureau’s work when peace comes again. 

I believe it may interest you to go into the matter of the 
training afforded an agent of the KBI. Most applicants are either lawyers 
or qualified accountants, but in any case they are college graduates and 
have had experience which qualifies them for investigative work. They 
receive in Washington a 16 week course of instruction which is said to be 
as comprehensive as five semesters in college. Classes are held from 
9 A.M. until 9 PM six days a week. 

Trainee agents are taught how to shoot and shoot straight, how 
to conduct raids, how to interrogate prisoners, how to recognize, collect 
and preserve evidence, how to testify. In addition they receive instruction 
in Federal law and procedure to enable them to intelligently investigate 
a case and present it for t he consideration of the United States District 
Attorney. They become proficient in the use of technical equipment such 




as two-way radio cars, walkie-talkie units, sound-power telephones 
and other scientific aids to crime detection. 

In peace time these trained agents with the modem scientific 
resources of the Bureau at their command, investigate, for the most part, 
crimes of an interstate character. Nearly everyone is aware that the 
131 is the agency to call when the most despicable of all criminals, 
the kidnaper strikes. This is because Congress passed the so-called 
Lindbergh Law which makes the transportation of a kidnapped person between 
states a Federal offense, as well as the use of the mails as a threat 
to commit such a crime. Other offenses designated by Congress as crimes 
to be investigated by the FBI, include the ^hite Slave Traffic Act, 
the National fetor Vehicle Theft Act, sometimes referred to as the Dyer 
Act, the National Stolen Property Act, the National Bankruptcy Act, the 
Federal Reserve Act, and such laws as those prohibiting theft from inter¬ 
state shipment, theft of government property, crimes on the high seas, 
extortion, crimes on government reservation. 

In many cases there are state law violations coincidental with 
the federal violations. A simple example involves the case of a stolen 
car. The state violation occurs when the car is stolen and the Federal 
statute is broken vfoen the criminal transports the vehicle across a state 
line. 

For many years congress considered it unnecessary for federal 
Officers to concern themselves with purely local crimes such as car thefts 

However, when the speed of modern transportation made it possible for 
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vicious gangsters to commit their depradations in one state and flee into 
another where local authorities had no jurisdiction, nor indeed the necessary 
appropriations to conduct investigations, the general public impressed 
upon the congress the need for remedial legislation. 

Many of you are familiar with some of the Bureau's more famous 
cases such as the Dillinger case, the breaking up of the Brady mob here 
in New England, and the destruction of the Barker-Karpis gang. More 
recently the FBI found itself again pitted against the TERRIBLE TOUHY 
mob which had participated in a sensational jail break to gain freedom. 
Although the gangsters were serving time in a state penitentiary and 
for a violation of state laws, the FBI was able to take part in the 
chase because the various members of the gan^had technically violated 
the Selective Service law by neglecting to leave a forwarding address 
when they broke jail. 

The painstaking effort to which the Bureau goes in such cases 
is exemplified by the fact that the big break in this case came through 
a study of police reports of persons vfoo were robbed of draft cards. 

Through tracing such a case agents discovered thatone of the Touhy gangsters 
had committed the comparatively minor crime of picking a man's pocket 
because the man resembled the ganster somewhat in a physical way. Once 
this gangster was identified he led agents to the hideouts of his confed¬ 
erates and as soon as the whole gang was identified, the agents closed in, 
with the result that two of the gang were killed when they decided to 
shoot it out with the G-Men, and the other six were captured and returned 
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to prison. 

Such is the work of the FBI in peace. Of greater interest at 
the present is the work of the FBI in protecting the home front. It was 
on Sept. 6, 1939 that the President, aware of the nature of world devel¬ 
opments, issued a directive by which he calculated to avoid the confusion 
and duplication of effort which marred espionage and sabotage investigations 
in the last war. Cognizant of the tremendous enthusiasm and energy with'which 
J. EDGAR HOOVER had tackled assignments in the past, the President designated 
the FBI to act as a coordinating agency for handling all information rela¬ 
tive to the internal security of this country. 

During the first world war there were literally hundreds of agencies 

with varying degrees of official standing, conduCtin 0 spy nunts. Tne & ooc. 
work done by the Army Intelligence and some of the city police departments 
was often spoiled by over-zealous, patriotic and well meaning committees and 
individuals of vigilante status. The enemy had profited from this chaotic 
condition and there is evidence to indicate that Hitler anticipated the 
same jumbled confusion on our part during this war. To avoid such a state 
the president designated one agency, the FBI, as the agency responsible for 
coordinating all internal security information, and likewise designated 
the FBI as the agency primarily responsible for espionage and sabotage 
investigations. In other words, no other agency was to conduct investiga¬ 
tions of espionage and sabotage matters because such work might confli ct 

With investigation already under my. The President has from time to time 
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since September 1939, reiterated his instructions in order that there could 

be no doubt concerning this matter. 

The system has worked well. The Army and Navy Intelligence units 
have worked with the FBI in complete accord and understanding. Each week 
representatives of the three groups meet in Washington for conferences at 
which information of value is freely exchanged. Police departments have 
cooperated actively in furnishing the FBI with reports concerning sabotage 
and espionage. More important, probably most important, the general public, 

Mr. and Mrs. JOHN Q. CITIZEN, have cooperated with the FBI in an excellent 
manner. Instead of throwing yellow paint and conducting private inquiries 
as was sometimes done in the last war, the citizens have furnished the 
FBI with every scrap of information concerning possible enemy activity 
and have allowed the FBI to evaluate this information, and in a sense place 
the various pieces of the jig-saw puzzle in their proper places to complete 
the picture of the whole. 

This is one of the reasons I appear before you, to urge upon you 
the necessity for reporting each fragment of information which may come 
to your attention. Make no attempt to decide whether it is valuable or 
well founded. This is our province. If the matter appears urgent call 
the Boston Held Office at any hour of the day or night. Our number is 
Liberty SS33. You may reverse the charges. It is only through your cooperation and 
assistance that we may deal effectively and promptly with the problem of 
protecting the home front* 
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It may appear to you that you would never come into possession 
of infoimation relative to the security of our country. There are in¬ 
numerable instances in which tips furnished the FBI have had a decided 
bearing on cases under investigation. One such occurred in the Ludwig 
case in New York when the chief spy of that ring, Ulrich Von Der u sten, 
was killed by a taxi cab in March 19^1* Van Der Osten's chief lieutenant, 

Kurt Ludwig, fearful that his master's baggage would be examined and 
incriminating evidence found therein, urgently called a hotel clerk and 
advised the luggage- would be called for the first thing in the morning. 

The clerk, untrained in crime detection, was nevertheless an alert fellow. 

He detected a slight German accent and in view of the nature of the request, 
saw fit to reportthis instance to the FBI. You may feel assured itms 
valuable to the Bureau in identifying another member of the ring who 
called for the baggage. 

Most of you are familiar with the newspaper headlines which have 
heralded the arrest of spies in our country. The bureau has caught several 
espionage agents. There?others who are under surveillance at the present 
time and who will lead us to others of their kind before they are arrested. 
The enemy has made many efforts to secure information from those unwary 
enough to let secret information fall from their lips. Here again the 
public can help the FBI. While we seek out enemy agents you can make sure 
that they do not obtain an iota of information from you. 

Enemy efforts to commit sabotage in America have met repeated 
failure'. Mr. Hoover has stated that the FBI has found no evidence of foreign 
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inspired sabotage in over 11,000 such cases which have been investigated* 

This does not mean there has been no sabotage as some I 466 persons convicted 
of this crime between January 1, I 9 I 4 O and June 30, 19143, can readily testify. 
Most sabotage has been the result of spite work by disgruntled workmen or 
resulted from horseplay or a similar cause. 

The most spectacular enemy effort in the direction of sabotage 
was spiked when the FBI arrested eight enemy agents who had been landed on 
our shores from submarines in June 19^2* These men had received special 
training under the direction of Lt. WALTKR XAPPE, an intelligence officer 
attached to the Nazi high command. All of these men had spent some time 
in the United States and had been especially selected because of their 
knowledge of our language and customs. They had been provided with over 
§175,000 in American currency as well as detailed instructions as to vital * 
plants, rail junctions and military objectives which they were to bomb and 
burn. Within 13 days of the time the first group of four landed the last 
of the second group to land had been apprehended* Justice in the form of 
six death sentences and two long prison terms was meted out by a special 
military tribunal appointed by the President. 

A discussion of the wartime duties of the FBI would not be 
complete unless mention was made of the Selective Service Act. The agents 
investigate all violations which occur under the act or its various rules 
and reflations, from failure to register to failure to report for induction, 
and from allegations of dishonesty by draft board officials to reports of 
malingering by registrants. 
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I have sketched for you the over-all picture of the FBI in Peace 
and l/ar. In conclusion I desire to reiterate that the FBI is most success' 
ful when you are most cooperative. As long as the people of the United 
States give their law enforcement agencies their wholehearted support and 
intelligent assistance, we can continue to meet the problems of war and 
the problems of the peace to follow in confidence.

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga¬ 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason,.and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic¬ 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited irom 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates o 
a'law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or^ 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis¬ 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog¬ 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment o e 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements fo 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less tha 
£0/4,0 in one eye, £0/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to £ 0 /£ 0 . mey 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. AU newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks, the *™rsof 
training are from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they aie 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any o. 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most ardupus. They must be available at a moment’s notice to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours 01 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regula ed 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without tha continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave

Traffic Act, ©to. They are trained in. and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical eaulpment, technical processes, such as those necessary 
for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers upon 
firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveillances 
of subject* of espionage and similar casos, sometimes for periods of many mon ns, 
and when necessary, to assume a necessary character to enable them to fit in an 
undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as fore gn 
agents, who ar© engaged In thwarting the war effort,, 

The arduousness and Importance of the work of Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation was readily recognised by the military and naval leaders, in 
Ohief of the Bureau of Navigation, for th© Secretary of the Navy, requested special 
Agent employe©* of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit their :resignations a 
reserve commissions held by them in the naval services because it had been determined 
that those Special Agents could bottor sorv© thoir country in their present assignments 
than If they war© to ba called into active naval service. The Secretary ot war, *“ 
1942. addressed personal communications to 168 Special Agents of the Federal u £® 
Investigation who at that time hold ro servo coomissions in the Army. The Secretary o 
War at that time advissd the Special Agents that their employment in the is oi suon 
vital importance to the national dafems© as to necessitate their remaining at their 
posts of duty despite the fact that thoy held reserve commissions in the United states 
Army, and the request was mad© that thsso Agents, through the proper channels, su ra 
their resignations from their commissions 0 

General Lewis B„ H©reh©y of tho SalceUw Service System pointed out in his 
Directive to all Local Boards of Scomber 29, 1941, that Special Agent position ot tne 
FBI were most important and essential to the national health, safety, and interes 8 » 
and that the national dofens© tactions of the FBI should not be impaired by n 
removal of trained personnel fro® critical positions in the Bureau. 

The position of Special Agent has always been considered the moat critical 

of all positions in. the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk ™ rk ,^* c * d * 

due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained oualified staff be available 
for the handling of this work. It the Fodoral Bureau of Investigation cannot ^tinu 
to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort would most certainly 
be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical to the best interes s 
the country today.

Appeal Procedure 


mM 


Any person entitled to^lfefFmay take an appeal to the board of aj^Pfa^vithin 10 days after the above date 
of mailing of Notice of Classification to registrant in either of the following ways: 

(1) By filing with the local hoard a written notice of appeal. Such notice need not be in any particular form 

but must state the name of the registrant and the name and identity of the person appealing so as to 

show the right of appeal. 

(2) By signing the “Appeal to Board of Appeal” on the Selective Service Questionnaire ,(Form 40). 

When an appeal is taken from the classification or reclassification of a registrant and when such appeal is 
upon the ground that the registrant should have been deferred by reason of his occupation, the appeal snail be 
transferred to the board of appeal having jurisdiction over the area in which the registrant is employed, provided 
all of the following conditions are met (but not otherwise): 

(1) The first person to appeal from such classification or reclassification files with his appeal a written 

request for such transfer; 

(2) The written request states in what respect an occupational question is involved; and 

(3) The written request states the name of the registrant’s -employer-and the street address, county, and 

State where the registrant is employed. 


The person appealing may attach to his notice of appeal or to the Selective Service Questionnaire [(Form 40) 
a statement specifying the respects in which he believes the local board erred, may direct attention to any infor¬ 
mation in the registrant’s file which he believes the local board has failed to consider or give sufficient weight, and 
may set out in full any information which was offered to the local board and which the local board failed or 
refused to include in the registrant’s file. 


Appeal to the President from classification by the hoard of appeal may he taken at any time within 10 days 
after the date of mailing of notice to registrant, provided the registrant was classified by the board of appeal in 
either Class I-A, Class I-A-O, or Class IV-E and one or more members of the board of appeal dissented from such 
classification. Otherwise, the decision of the board of appeal is final except when an appeal is taken to the Presi¬ 
dent either by the State Director of Selective Service or the Director of Selective Service on the ground that he 
deems it to be in the national interest or necessary to avoid an injustice.

The Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee which shall consider all 
matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe keeping and expending of said fund, which 
committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director of the Bureau in pertinent 
matters. The Chief Clerk of said Bureau shall reoeive all contributions and account for 
same to the Director. 

Upon the death of any Special Agent, the appointed committee will consider the 
case and submit a recommendation to the Direotor as to its conclusions. Appropriate in¬ 
structions will then be issued to the Chief Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated 
beneficiary the sum of $10,000.

MEMO FOR SAC 


_ On Tuesday a fternoon, August 13, 1946, the writer and Special Agent 

I were proceeding on official business from Keene, New 
Hampshire, to East Jeffrey, New Hampshire. The writer is under transfer 
from Boston to the Bureau, effective August 26, 1946, and Agent is 

to assume the writer*s duties as Resident Agent in New Hampshire. 


At approximately 5:00 PM the Agents stopped at the residence of LLOYD 
"WELLINGTON, which ia about four miles before reaching East Jaffrey. Mr. 
Wellington formerly was Assistant Postmaster in East Jaffrey and is a reserve 
police officer in that town. He has assisted the writer on several occasions 
in the past and is familiar with permanent residents of this coastal area. The 
purpose of contacting Mr, Wellington was to ask him concerning the identity and 
whereabouts of HERBERT HARRIS, father of a deserter., un der investi gation by 
this office(Boston file 42-1729) and to introduce Agent ] I to Mr. Wel¬ 

lington, a person who might be a valuable contact in future - investigations in 
this area. 


The Agents entered Wellington’s driveway and proceeded to a spot about 
thirty yards from the main highway, stopping Bureau Car #49 immediately a t the 
rear of Wellington’s parked car, which was in front of his garage door# Mr. 
Wellington recently has resigned from the post office and presently is training 
hunting dogs for a living. Mr# Wellington observed the Agents from the ftennelfl 
when they were leaving the car and at once walked up to the car. Agent 


had been driving the oar and got "out on the left side for the introduction. The 
writer got out of the right side and made inquiry concerning Mr. Harris. Mr. 
Wellington asked if the person’s first name was HERB and the writer took his 
briefcase from the front seat of the car to consult the necessary serial# 
Following a brief discussion, the writer returned the serial to the briefcase 
which was lying on the right front fender of the car. Mr, Wellington asked the 
writer to look at the twelve English setters he was training and Agents accom¬ 
panied him to the rear of the house and about twenty-five yards from where the 
car was parked# Upon returning to the car, the writer noted it was 5:15 PM and 
recalled that Mr. Wellington estimated the time it would take to reach Concord, 
N.H, 


The writer entered the car from the left side while Agent 1 

walked around the rear of the car and entered the right side, Mr# Wellingston 
was standing on the left side of the oar as he said goodby. No one remembered 
the briefcase was on the fender and Agents drove out of the yard. During the 
time Agents were on Mr. Wellington's premises no one was observed near the car which 
was in plain view at all times. Agents proceeded from Wellington’s house on 
Route #124 to East Jaffrey, on Route #202 to Peterboro and easterly on Rte #101# . 

It was about 5:35 PM when the writer noted the briefcase was not on the front 
seat and was missing# Agents immediately turned around and re-traced their 
route, carefully observing the left side of the highway, and arriving at 
Wellington’s house shortly after 6 PM. 







The lost case was a standard Bureau brown zipper case. It did not 
hove handles. This case contained the writer’s FBI Handbook, about thirty- 
serials on pending cases in the Keene area, the writer’s diary and a 
quantity of blank supplies. The following steps were taken in an effort to 
locate the briefcase. 


"jsf the New Hampshire State Police was contacted 
at his'residence in East Jaffrey. He was informed of the confidential 
nature of the documents contained i n the br iefcase and immediately offered 
his assistance. It was explained to ] "[ that the Agents felt it desirable 
to advise as many persons as possible of the loss without spec lfhd . n . fl L.the

ownership or the nature of the "valuable papers" in the case, 
requested to notify all persons residing on the highway between the Wellington 
house and Jaffrey and suoh other persons as his experience might dictate 
such as the postmaster, filling station attendant, etc. He was also requested 
to notify his headquarter s, police officials and troopers in neighboring com¬ 
munities. | did as requested in the early evening. 


Attempts to locate the town’s only other police officer. Chief Hubert 
O’Neil, were negative at that time. Returning to Wellington’s house and 
acting on the theory that the case might be hidden in the undergrowth adjacent 
to the highway, the Agents and Mr. Wellington searched the right side of the 
highway until darkness without success. After obtaining something to eat. 
Chief O’Neil was located and apprized of the situation*

j | and she was requested to discreetly place 

the following ad in the Lost and ^'ound Column of the UNION LEADER, the only 
newspaper in New Hampshire with state wide coverages "Lost - Brown Aligator 
Zipper Briefoase in East Jaffrey, Tuesday,. August 13, containing valuable 
papers. If found please call Concord 2382." (The telephone number is the 
writer’s residence at Concord, N.H.) This ad appeared in the Morning Union and 
Evening Leader on Wednesday, August 14, but met with negative results. An 
appropriate poster was made and prominently plaoed on the bulletin board in 
the lobby of the Post Office as it was made known to the writer that lost 
articles are frequently turned in to the Post Office. 

On the following day 1 1 personally contacted police officers b6 

in Peterboro, Troy, Fitzwilliam, Marlboro, Keene, Milford and Wilton, New b 

Hampshire, as well as Winohendon, Mass* 


A briefcase somewhat smaller than that which had been lost was obtained 
and loaded to the approximate weight of the writer’s case. A series Of tests 
were run under as nearly the same conditions as was possible. However, it was 
not possible to duplicate the conditions as a heavy rain fell steadily during 
the day. These tests indicated the case would not stay on the fender of the 
Bureau car from Wellington’s house to Jaffrey Center, a village about 2 % miles 
distant. They further indicated the possibility that the briefcase could have 
left the car and traveled not only off the highway but off the adjacent right 
of way and into the thick undergrowth* Following these tests the writer and

| conducted a diligent search of the growth along the 
highway from Wellington’s home to Jeffrey Center. This search was 
terminated at 4 t45 PM with negative results. Prom this time until 6 PM 1 /( 
{ stopped every car going in either direction on Route #124 
from Wellington’s house to Jeffrey Center and made appropriate inquiries. 

This activity disclosed that about half the oars stopped .were operated 
by commuters who regularly travel this highway daily and who had neither seen 
the briefcase nor any car stop in this area on the previous day. About 
thirty-five carB were stopped during this period. Following that the Agents 
and Mr. Wellington continued to search until about 7 PM when the Agents went 
to his home for dinner. Curing the meal Mr. Wellington suggested that he was 
in a position to request assistance from the Boy Scout Troop in Jaffrey and 
this proposal was discussed in detail. It was decided to request such, 
assistance for an all out search of the 2%r mile area on both sides of the 
road, and during the late evening oontaot was had with CHARLES CHAMBERLAIN, 
a high sohool teacher and assistant scout master, who agreed to provide 
a number of boys for the search. 

On the following day the right of way and the area immediately beyond 
on both sides of the road was searched by seven scouts under the supervision 
of the Agents and Mr. Chamberlain. Thereafter the Agents proceeded to Keene 
where they obtained a briefcase of the same dimensions as that lost. On 
Friday morning exhaustive tests were conducted with this briefcase which 
proved beyond reasonable doubt that the lost case had left the fender before 
a distance of Z\ miles was traveled (as this was the greatest distance it 
remained on the car, traveling at 20 and 25 miles per hour) and that it had 
not left the highway (going even at speed of 50 miles per hour the test oase 
remained on the highway in plain sight). As a result of the above, the search 
for the briefcase along the highway has been discontinued as it is the writer’s 
belief the case has been picked tip by an unknown person. 

The only other possibility as to the whereabouts of the case is that 
one of the dogs which Mr. Wellington was showing the Agents had not returned 
to the Kennels at the time the Agents left and it was later found that Mr. 
Wellington discovered this dog well away from the highway and pointing a 
partridge. Mr. Wellington discounts the theory that the dog might have found 
the case on the highway and have, dragged it into the deep woods.

TO ALL EMPLOYEES: 

Subject: Affidavit regarding membership in organizations which 
assert the right to strike against the Government. 


Appropriation bills for the fiscal year 1947 provide that 
no part of the appropriation shall be used to pay the salary or wages 
of any person who engages in a strike against the Government of the 
United States or who is a member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. It is provided that for the purpose of this 
legislation an affidavit shall be considered prima facie evidence 
that the person making the affidavit has not contrary to the provi¬ 
sions of this law engaged in a strike against the Government of the 
United States and is not a member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. 

All employees must execute the affidavit on the other side 
of this circular. When you have signed the affidavit it should be 
returned promptly to your immediate supervisor who will forward it 
through regular channels (for noting against payroll records) to 
the Administrative Assistant to the Attorney General. 

Certifying Officers shall not release salary checks until 
this affidavit has been prepared and forwarded.

our government.

this: No witch-hunting here! | 
The rabble-rousers, the lunatic;

These are times when the na¬ 
tion's defenses and our national;

MEMO FOR SAC 


On 2/14/49 the writer received a telephone call from H. STYLES 
BRIDGES, U. S. Senator from New Hampshire. He stated that both the 
Bureau and the writer had previously indicated to him a desire to be 
of service to him if the occasion should arise, and he stated he wished 
to employ a secretary. 

Senator Bridges stated he had in mind a person about 36 years 
of age who had had experience in the newspaper or legal field and 
whose residence was in New Hampshire. He advised the position would 
pay about $7500 and that the person should be in a position to be able 
to write speeches for him and have a personality which would enable him 
to meet the public. 

The Senator stated he knew ERNEST. A. SHEPHERD, formerly pastor 
of the Baker Memorial Church in Concord, N.H., and presently the 
director of the New Hampshire Board for Inebriates, was a personal friend 
of the writer and that he had been considering whether or not he should 
approach Shepherd on this proposition. He interpolated his conversation - 
at that point with the remark that if the writer had not advised him 
last summer that,the provisions of the Bureau Pension Bill, which Bridges 
referred to as M my pension bill” were so attractive that the writer would 
not entertain the idea of voluntarily leaving the Bureau, he would be 
inclined to attempt to induce the writer to accept the position. 

He asked the writer if he felt it would be possible to obtain a • 
leave of absence from the FBI, The writer suggested that possibly Senator 
Bridges was in a position to determine whether or not a leave of absence 
would be possible, and Mr. Bridges advised that he did not desire to spoil, 
his excellent relationship with the Bureau by tampering with FBI personnel. 

He stated he would be in Concord in about two weeks and that he would talk 
with the writer at that time, and he desired that the writer sound out 
Mr. Shepherd as to his availability for this position and possibly, on the 
occasion of the Senator's visit, make suggestions as to other persons who 
would be qualified for this position. 

Following my telephone conversation with you, immediately after the 
above call. Senator Bridges called the writer again on the evening of 2/14/49. 
On that occasion he stated that if there is any possibility that the writer 
might secure a leave of absence, or would be the least interested in the 
secretary job, he desired that the writer refrain from contacting Mr. Shepherd. 



The writer advised Mr. Bridges that he had considered 
the matter further and that he was in no way interested in the 
position if it meant .severing his connections with the FBI, 

After discussing this matter with you, it is not ray 
intention to discuss the possible employment of ERITCSST A. SHEPHERD 
with the latter or anyone else since it is felt this should be handled 
solely by Senator Bridges and it is my intention to so inform the 
Senator when or if he contacts me again.

FBI 'Failure' 


. Agency Gave No Aid 
jn Somersworth 
' Case, Says Pare 



DOVER — Strafford County 
Sheriff Wilfred J., Pare of Som¬ 
ersworth has scored the FBI. for 
what he termed the-federal 
agency's "failure to- assume re¬ 
sponsibility ^ In a Somersworth 
extortion case." 

In a statement Thursday, Sher¬ 
iff Pare referred to an alleged 
threatening letter received by 
a Somersworth merchant last, 
week. . The- anonymous letter- 
writer is said to have attempted 
to obtain $600 from Emile T. 
Charland for "protection.” 

Sheriff Pare said he called the 
matter to the attention of the 
resident FBI agent In Manches¬ 
ter and was Informed that the 
matter would be referred to the 
Boston office of the agency. The 
sheriff said that although his 
office has been .carrying on a 
careful investigation, he has re- 1 
cetved no assistance from the 
FBL 

The - county official noted that: 
"the FBI had a man available to 
come to Dover to speak to the 
Exchange club, last Thursday, 
but apparently do not take an 1 
active interest in a matter which 1 
comes under their jurisdiction."' 

Mr. Charland'a radio shop in- 
Somersworth was- damaged on ( 
May 10, when a stone was hurled* 
through, a plate glass window. 
Ten days later the threatening 
letter was received. 

The sheriff said he has ques¬ 
tioned several suspects and is 
having a handwriting analysis 
made by experts.

4 . Since Mr, Soucy was at Bast Port, Maine, Friday 
afternoon June 2, and the Assistant Special Agent in Choree was 
running the office at Boston it is felt that under the circumstances 
where time was of the essence in getting an immediate retraction 
published in the papers as we were certain of the basic facts of 
the extortion case itself, that it was perfectly proper to have 

the mature Resident Agents make this contact on Friday afternoon 
to insure immediate publication of the retraction following closely 
the date of the original critical items in the papers. To have 
waited until Saturday, in view of the distance of Manchester and 
Dover from Boston, would have meant the publication of the re¬ 
traction would have been decayed until the folloui ng week.

On March 13# 1953# I saw Mr, Tom Donegan, Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General* Mr, Donegan informed me that he 
had had that day a conference with Deputy Attorney General Rogers 
concerning the United Nations grand jury proceedings which Mr, 
Donegan is conducting at New YOrk City* Mr, Donegan stated that 
at the suggestion of Mr. Rogers he, Donegan, had called at the 
State Department and had seen several of the staff of that Depart¬ 
ment, including Mr, McLeod the new Security.Offleer, Mr, Donegan 
stated that he had advised these representatives of the State 
Department that the grand jury was desirous of having appear before 
it the employees of the State Department who had evaluated the 
reports upon personnel of the United Nation., Mr, Donegan stated 
that Mr, McLeod, he thought, adopted a most unusual attitude in 
that Mr, McLeod stated this request would not be granted and took 
a rather adamant view concerning the same. 

I expressed surprise to Mr. Donegan that Mr, McLeod had

Senator Bridges did 
not ask for any information at the time of his call and none was given to 
him about McLeod. Mr. Ladd noted, however, from the file that apparently 
McLeod had been approached in February, 1949 in this same regard and at that 
time he indicated that he ms not desirous of leaving the Bureau and Mr. 

Ladd, therefore, presumed that Senator Bridges would ask if he could be given 
a leave of absence. If so, Mr. Ladd would inform the Senator that the 
Bureau could not grant a leave of absence to McLeod and that any considera- 
i tion which he might want to give him, would necessitate his resignation.

On 9-5-49 his SAC submitted his name for consideration on a long-range basis 
for development . 

By memorandum dated 9-16-49 he was considered for a Uniform Promotion but 
was passed over to be reconsidered at a later date. 

On 10-30-49 he received a basic salary increase to $6600 per annual in GS-12 * 


By memorandum dated 11-22 -49 Mr. Tolson advised that Senator Bridges dropped 
in to see him stating that he was considering offering Agent McJ,e°d a 
position in his office as Administrative Assistant.• Bridges stated he did 
not want to do this if it was contrary to any Bureau policy and o/ -oourse 
he did not want to do anything which would prejudice McLeod with the Bureau. 
Mr. Tolson told Senator Bridges that if McLeod desired to resign and accept 
a position in his office the Bureau would have no objection to his aoing oo;

In March, 1953 a newspaper article from the Wilkes-Barre Record, Wilkes-Barre, 
Pennsylvania, reflected that it was FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover who picked 
Robert W. S . McLeod to become the State Department’s top security officer * 
.ifcleod, a former FBI man, was completely surprised when Secretary of State 
Wohn Foster Dulles asked him to take the job . So was McLeod s boss, Senate 
President Pro Tem Styles Bridges, New Hampshire. The new security oni ^f 
was the senator’s administrative assistant. What happened was thi.s., Dulles 
asked Hoover to recommend someone for the security job who wouid be tough 
about cleaning out the State Department of all possible loyalty and security 
risks. Hoover named McLeod, and was emphatic about it* In fact. Hoover was 
so emphatic that Dulles insisted on getting McLeod. He had quite a J°J> 
talking Bridges into surrendering his top aide, but the senator reluctantly 

finally gave in. 

by letter dated 4-8-53, Mr. J. Patrick Coyne, National Security Oounjiil, 
Washington, D, C. was furnished the service record of f or ™ er - A $ entR \.' 

Saotl McLeod. It was noted that on 3-27-53 Mr. William E. Foley, Acting 
Chairman , Interdepartmental Committee of Internal Security requested that 
Coyne be furnished any available investigative reports or information con¬

News item dated 2-15-55 reflected that McLeod denied that be would resign as 
State Department Chief of Security. He issued this denial when questioned 
about the reports he had been named to an executive post with the Quaker 
Oats Co. at Cedar Rapids, Iowa. The artiie further stated that he also 
handled the President’s refugee relief program. He had been criticized oy 
some members of Congress for his activity in both fields. 

On 3-27-54 and 4-4-57 his service record was transmitted to Deputy Director 
Jack Minor, Office of Secufcfcty, Department of State. 
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News item dated 4-10-55 reflected that he had been warned Ambassador to 
Ireland by President Eisenhower. 

A news item headed "London, April,11" reflected that the Conservative 
Daily Telegraph denounced the appointment of McLeod as U. S. Ambassador 
to Ireland, calling it "flatfooted diplomacy." ’Just because American 
I policemen are Irish, is this good enough reason for appointing an American 
'policeman as U. S. Ambassador to Dublin", it asked in an editorial. The 
article went on to say "It is humilating to find that the United States , • 
Embassy in Dublin regarded as a dumping ground for a man whom his political 
party desires either to reward for dubious services rendered or, con¬ 
ceivably, to get out of the way of doing further mischief." 


Memorandum dated 8-13-57 from L. B. Nichols reflected that whild he 
was talking to Bob Morris regarding the testimony of John Santo in 
Austria. Morris stated that^f all the Austrian Government would not 
permit it, that the Austrian'Government even protected when Ben Mandel 
interviewed Santo over there; that secondly, they had been hopeful of 
getting Santo into the U. S. because of the psychological

Scott McLeod, the contro¬ 
versial former FBI man who 
was placed in the State De¬ 
partment by the Republican 
administration for “ house- 
cleaning purposes," has been 
shorn ol his control over per¬ 
sonnel it is my belief that 
litis action was taken to satisfy 
his critics inside, and partlcu- 
Inrlv outside, the department. 

Soon after his appointment 
McLeod became a marked man.

As chief of staff to the for¬ 
mer Republican minority lead¬ 
er and the senior Republican 
Senator, McLeod was on 
friendly terms with a large 
number of Senators from both 
sides.

He was urged to stay on for 
the sake of party harmony by 
people high in the Republican 
hierarchy, such as Gen. Wib 
ton Persons, One of Presidem. 
Eisenhower's assistants, and 
a number of Senator*. But 
from that day. on he became, 
in the eyes of some news¬ 
ier papers and commentators. 0 
devil with horns second only 
to Senator McCarthy. 

Although operating directly 
under control of Secretary 
Dulles, he was accused of 
having caused a disruption 
of morale of the Foreign Serv¬ 
ice and State Department per- : 

This accusation, 1 be¬ 
lieve. was accepted ss a fact by 
his superiors who in the end 
decided to shear him of hi* 
limited jurisdiction over per¬ 
sonnel without which .sciuirter 
cannot be enforced.

But the British press has echoed the 
somewhat partisan cry in this county 
against Mr. McLeod's “injustice »n 
removing from our State.Department of 
some persons considered security or 
loyalty risks. This also is a domestic 
issue, whatever its merits, and no par¬ 
ticular concern of the British. 

In an apparently frenzied search for 
additional material,' some of the British 
newspapers are scornful that we should 
send an “Irish cop” to Ireland. They call 
Mr. McLeod a “cop" because he wasjmce 
an FBI agent. This, again, is none of 
ftrejf’jSSrtterriar business and even if Mr. 
McLeod Had been a town constable, what 
of it? Humble beginnings are not usu¬ 
ally held against a man in this country, 
or Britain either. 

The uproar is not characteristic of the 
British and indicates a disturbed state 
of mind. They have been forced to re- 
v examine their position in the world. 
Their view of their future prestige must 
seem darker to them than it actually 
seems to us. 

That’condition of mind will adjust 
itself in time. We depend upon the 
innate poise and self-reliance of the 
British people. 

But meanwhile there’s an evident 
feeling of frustration and a tendency to 
tftke it out on us. Like the man who 
kicks the furniture around because he's 
just lost another argument with his 
. /ijrife. IDs on emotional release.
